of Confpiracy; and inftead of Uniting JProte-

founding JPolicy, with Religion. By thefe Steps, 
the Managers, I remember, proceeded to the /r- 
ftrument of the Affociation, that is now in Quefti- 
on.

Endeavour'd to Zurn the Malice, on the One fide, 
into a Zrick on the Other.

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Now as to the Firft Pretext, (to fay. nothing: 
of the State-Craft of the Old Affociation ) there 
was This Difference Between them; The One was 
to Defend the Queen again{t any. Pretender upon 


' the Suggeffion of a Falfe Title; The Other; was 


a Con{piracy fet up againft a Fuft, and Legal Title ; 
the One was only to Work ata Diftante, in Cafe 
of fuch an Occafion; ‘The Other was to Blow-up a 
Civil War Yumendiately, for fear of Jmaginary 
Dangers to Come. The One had the Coantenance 
of an Vion againft the Queens Enemies, and Caith 
her Adowance, and Confent; The Other, was a 
Plot upon the Kings Brother: and Qgaintt, his 
Majefties Mind, and Confent. ‘The One was, (in 
fine) a Limited Affociation, with Submifion to 
Authority; The Other, a Treafonous Ufur pation , 


in Defyance, and in Defpite of Authority. — 


The Second Cavil was'as good as a Gagg to ma- 
ny People, in Zhat Troublefome Conjuncture; for a 
Parliamentary. Affociation in Thofe Days, would 
have been Sacred, even again{t both Law, and 
Gofpel; and therefore Thofe that Believ'd the 
Flam of its being a Bf that had pafs'd the Houfe ; 
( And Confequently Afferted the Reafon of the 
Proceeding) reckon'd upon’t, that, they had the 
Wifedom of the Nation on their fide, ori One hand, 
as they had, moft Certainly, the Folly , and the 
Madnefs of it, on the Other.

There’s a ftory Pleafant 
enough, and Every Body has it, of a Woman that he 
had Under the Ord’nance of Dipping, that ftill fefl to 
- Squalling, and Screaming fo foon as ever they had her 
above Water, (Down with her again (cries Ores) Cig 
her Concupf{cence :_] Now the Matter in Truth was 
This, The Roguy Boys had funk a Huge Bundle of 
‘Brambles, and Thorns in the Dipping-Place, and the 
Poor Womans Body, it feems, did not like That way

. As to Titus, it wasaLong Time before he had fo 
much as the Badge of Chriftianity, and there he ftopt

It wasakind of Fantaftical,if not anUnaccountableRe- 
fclution taken,to fend the Body away to Primrofe-hill,and 
jult to fuch 2 Ditch there, A Place that tis odds none 
of the Afaffins ever fo much as heard of Before; and to 
give: fuch Orders as they pretend they did, about the 
Difpofing of things with the Body, the Sword, the 
stick, the Gloves, &¢.

Mafter: Wherein, it falls in Courfe to be confider’d, 
How far A4oor was certainly Privy to Matters ; VVhat 
Points he could fpeak to; How far the Brothers, the Co- 
roner, and feveral of the Surors Themfelves were En-
